WASHINGTON (API - The 
Senate sputtered along on a 
couple of legislative cylinders 
today. 
Its committee power 
plant short-circuited by a fili­ 
buster. 
Instead of the dozen or more 
committees 
which 
regularly 
handle hearings, bills and in­ 
vestigations daily, only three 
groups scheduled meetings as 
the non-stop Senate sessions on 
civil rights continued. 
Southerners, who head IO of 
the Senate's 16 major standing 
committees, have seen to it 
that none of them does any 
work while the filibuster is go­ 
ing on. 
That means delays in con­ 
sideration of legislation involv­ 
ing space, farm, military, bank­ 
ing. finance, foreign relations, 
government 
operations, judi­ 
cial. labor and post office m at­ 
ters. 
Because the rules bar most 
committee sessions while the 
Senate itself is meeting, the 
Southerners have been success­ 
ful in closing down nearly all 
except the appropriations sub­ 
committees.

Two Men Are Cremated, Third Burned To 


A Crisp And Nine Others Are Killed When 
Passenger Train Hits Two-Trailer Oil Rig 


BAKERSFIELD, Calif. <AP>- 
A swift Santa Fe passenger train 
and a two-trailer oil rig collided 
Tuesday night with a mighty blast 
of oil that set jackknifed coaches 
afire and shriveled the locomo­ 
tive. 
A Santa 
Fe spokesman said 
at least 12 persons were killed— 
two of them still unidentified The 
known dead included seven pas­ 
sengers, the train engineer and 
fireman, and the oil rig driver. 
Hospitals treated 68 injured and 
of these, 45 remained hospitalized. 
The San Francisco Chief No. 2. 
carrying 76 passengers, had left 
San Francisco at 11:15 a m. and 
was rolling through lush cotton 
and alfalfa farmland about seven 
miles west of this oil-well city IOO 
miles northwest of Los Angeles.
